No. l3-PC(54)/70, — The Government of India have 
received the Administration Report of the Port of Madras 
for the year 1969-70. The following are the salient features 
of the Report : — 

1. FINANCIAL POSITION : 

The actual net revenue receipts of the Port Trust for the 
year under review amounted to Rs. 939.89 lakhs as against 
Rs. 823.00 lakhs in the previous year, resulting in an increase 
of Rs. 116.89 lakhs. 

The net expenditure for the year, including debt charges, 
amounted to Rs. 883.89 lakhs as against 689,82 lakhs during 
the previous year. The figures exclude a contribution of 
Rs. 1 crore to Capital Account. 

Excluding a contribution of Rs. 1 crore to capital, the net 
result of working during the year was a surplus of Rs. 56.00 
lakhs, after providing a sum of Rs, 102.50 lakhs towards the 
payment of arrears of salaries and wages payable to stag for 
the period 1st January 1969 to 3 1st March, 1970 Including 
the ex-ftratia payments, consequent on the implementation 
of the recommendations of the Central Wage Board for Port 
and Dock Workers. 

During the year under review, the Port Trust contributed, 
a sum of Rs. 100 lakhs to General Reserve Fund for Capital 
Works. Rs, 15.00 lakhs to the Pension Fund, Rs. 2 lakhs to 
the Genera] Insurance Fund and Rs. 0 80 lakh to Emplyees 
Welfare Fund. 

Although according to the revised accounting procedure, 
separate balance sheet and revenue accounts for Pilotage have 
been done away with, a proforma Pilotage Account has been 
prepared. The result of the working of Pilotage shows a 
surplus of Rs. 3,98,701 as against the surplus of, Rs. 9,18,443 
during the previous year, the reason being that proportionate 
management and general expenditure has been debited to the 
Pilotage Account this year, which was not done before. 

The balances in the General Reserve Fund and the General 
Insurance Fund at the end of the year amounted to Rs. 403.21 
lakhs ns against Rs. 467.20 lakhs during (he previous year. 
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utstandine Loans : 

The total amount of Government of India loans outstand- 
ing at the end of the year was Us. 14.99 crores, while the 
amount of loan outstanding from I.B.R.D. in rupees was 
4.66 crores. Against the loan taken from Dutch financiers, 
a sum of Us. 1.69 crores was outstanding as on A 1st March, 
1970. 

2. TRAFFIC 

The total traffic handled (including transhipment tonnage 
of food-grains) was 6,632,420 tonnes during 1969-70 as 
compared to 6,025,547 tonnes in 1968-69, The figures of 
imports and exports which passed through the port during the 
year were 3,535,771 and 2,904,372 tonnes, respectively. The 
corresponding figures of imports and exports for the previous 
year were 3,021,836 tonnes and 2,356,170, respectively. 

The total volume of coastal trade for the year 1969-70 was 
872,960 tonnes as against 937,754 tonnes in the previous 
year. Foreign trade was 5,567,183 tonnes in 1969-70 and 
4,440,252 tonnes in 1968-69. 

The Port Trust Railway handled a traffic of 3,230,117 
tonnes as against 3,244,009 tonnes in 1968-69, 

3. SHIPPING 

The number of ships, excluding sailing vessels, that entered 
the port during the year was 1070 as against 1114 ip the 
previous year. The net tonnage was 5.371,016 as against 
5,286,256 during the previous year. 

4. LABOUR 

The labour situation during the year was generally satisfac- 
tory. Labour Welfare measures continued to receive special 
attention. 

5. WORKS 

The total capital expenditure during the year was Rs. 5.77 
crores.

— The rules for a competitive exa- 
mination to be held by the Union Public Service Commis- 
sion in June 1971, for selection of Released Emergency Com- 
missioned Offlcers/Short Service Commissioned Officers who 
were commissioned in the Armed Forces after 1st November, 
1962. for the purpose of filling vacancies reserved for them 
in Grade IV of the following services are published for gene- 
ral information in pursuance of the provisions contained in 
rule 5 of the Released Emergency Commissioned Officers and 
Short Service Commissioned Officers (Reservation of Vacan- 
cies) Rules, 1967. The Released Emergency Commissioned 
and Short Service Commissioned Officers (Reservation of 
Vacancies) Rules, 1967 shall cease to be in force on and 
from the 29th January, 1971. unless extended by Government. 

(i) The Indian Economic Service; and 

(ii) The Indian Statistical Service 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued bv the 
Commission. 

Reservations will be made for candidates belonging to the

1964. the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh) 
Order, 1967. the Constitution (Goa. Daman and Diu) Sche- 
duled Castes Order, 1968. the Constitution (Goa, Daman and 
Diu) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1968, and the Constitution 
(Nagaland) Scheduled Tribes Order. 1970. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Union Pub- 
lic Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appen- 
dix II to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. Subject to the provisions of these Rules, all Emergency 
Commissioned Officers /Short Service Commissioned Officers 
who wer e commissioned in the Armed Forces after 1st Nov- 
ember, 1962. and who have been released prior to the date 
of this notification, or are due to be released thereafter till the 
end of 1971, will be eligible to appear at this examination. 

Note 1— For the purpose of these Rules, ‘release’ means : 

(i) release as per the scheduled year of release. 

(ii) invalidment owing to a disability attributable to or 
aggravated bv military service. 

from the Armed Forces after a spell of service, and not dur- 
ing or at the end of training, or during or at the end of 
Short Service Commission granted to cover the period of 
such training prior to being taken in actual service, nor does 
it cover cases of officers released on account of misconduct 
or inefficiency or at their own request. 

Note 2.— The expression “scheduled year of release" 
means : — 


(i) in so far as it relates to the Emergency ComffiJls- 
signed Officers the year in which they are due for 
released in accordance with the phased programme 
approved by the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Defence; and 

(ii) in so fur as it relates to the Short Service Com- 
missioned Officers, the year in which their normal 
tenure of 5 years as Short Service Commissioned 
Officers is to expire. 

Note J.— The candidature of a person is liable to be 
cancelled, if after submitting his application, he is granted 
permanent Commission in the Armed Forces, or he resigns 
from the Armed Forces, or he is released therefrom on 
account of misconduct, inefficiency or at his own request. 

Non- 4.— Engineers and Doctors employed under tile Cen- 
tral Government or Stale Governments or Government owned 
industrial undertakings who are required to serve in the 
Armed Forces for a minimum prescribed period under the 
Compulsov Liability Scheme and who are granted Short 
Service Commission under the relevant rules during the 
period of such service will not be eligible for admission to 
this examination, 

Note 5. — Officers belonging to the Volunteer Reserve 
Forces of the Armed Forces and called upon for temporary 
service will not be eligible for admission to this examina- 
tion, 

5. A candidate must be either — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(e) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, 
before the 1st January, 1962. with the intention of 
permanently settling in India; or 

(fj a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon, and the East African 
countries of Kenya, Uganda and the United Repub- 
lic of Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzi- 
bar) with th e intention of permanently settling in 
India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c).

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan oh or 
after the nineteenth day of July, 1948, and have got 
themselves registered as citizens of India under Arti- 
cle 6 of the Constitution. 

(iii) Non-citizens in category (f) above who entered 
service under the Government of India before the 
commencement of the Constitution, viz., 26th Janu- 
ary, 1950, and who have continued i n such service 
since then. Any such person who re-entered or 
may re-enter such service with break after the 26th 
January, 1950 will however require certificate of 
eligibility in the usual way. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary certi- 
ficate being given to him by the Government.

November, 1964, under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement 
of October, 1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda or the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(viii) up to a maximum of threo years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st lune, 
1963; 

(ix) up to a maximum of eight year* if a candidate be- 
longs to Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of three years iu the case of de- 
fence services personnel disabled in operations dur- 
ing hostilities with any foreign country or in a dis- 
turbed area and released as a consequence thereof; 

(xi) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of de- 
fence services personnel disabled in operations dur- 
ing hostilities with any foreign country or in a dis- 
turbed area and released as a consequence thereof, 
who belong to the Scheduled Castes and the Sche- 
duled Tribes; 

(xii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate who 
ioined the pre-Commission training in the Armed 
Forces or got the Commission (where there was 
oniy post-Commission training), in 1963. is a bona 
fide displaced person from Pakistan; 

(xiii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate who 
iuiaed the pre-Commission training in the Armed 
Forces or got the Commission (where there was 
onLv post-Commission training), in 1963, belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and Is 
also a bona fide displaced person from Pakistan; 

(\iv) up to a maximum of four years if a candidate, who 
ioined the pre-Commission training in the Armed 
Forces or got the Commission (where there was 
only post-Commission training), in 1963 or 1964 
oi 1 1965, is a resident of tb» Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands; and 

(xv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate, who 
joined the pre-Commission training in the Armed 
Forces or got the. Commission (where there was 
only post-Commission training), in 1963 or 1964 
or ,1965, is an Indian citizen and is a repatriate 
from Ceylon.

7. No candidate shall be permitted to compete more than 
iwo times at the examination. 

No ii,— A candidate shall be deemed to have competed at 
die examination if be actually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

8. (a) A candidate for the Indian Economic Service must 
have obluincd a degree with Economic or Statistics as a sub- 
ject from any of the Universities enumerated in Appendix I. 

(b) A candidate for the Indian Statistical Service most 
have obtained a degree with Statistics or Mathematics or 
Economics as a subject from any of the Universities enumera- 


ted in Appendix I or possess any of the qualifications men- 
lioned in Appendix I-A. 

Note U — A candidate who has appeared at an examination 
the passing of which would render him eligible to appear at 
this examination but has not been informed of the result may 
apply for admission to the examination.

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules, if he is already in Service under Govern- 
ment. 

14. Candidates who obtain such minimum qualifying marks

15. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the C ommision in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate, und in 
ill at order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion to be qualified bv the examination shall be recommended, 
for appoinlment. 
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Provided that any candidate bclonping to the Scheduled 
( ;Ni’s or tlie Scheduled Tribes, who though jiot qualified by 
the standard prescribed by the Commission i'or any Service, is 
declared by them to he suitable for appointment thereto with 
due regard to the maintenance of clliclcney of administration, 
shall be recommended for appointment to vacancies reserved 
for members of the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, 
as the case may be, in that Service. 

16. If on the result of the examination, a sufficient num- 
ber of qualified candidates is not available to fill the vacan- 
cies reserved for released Emergency Commissioned/Short 
Service Commissioned Officers, the unfilled vacancies shall be 
filled in the manner prescribed by the Government in this 
behalf, 

17. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by ihe Commission in their discretion und the Commission 
will not enter inLo correspondence with them regarding the 
icsult. 

18. In the cose of candidates competing for both the Ser- 
vices, due consideration will be given to tlie order of prefer- 
ence expressed by a candidate at tho time of his application, 

19. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government ore satisfied after such equtry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service. 

20. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. A can- 
didate who after such physical examination as Government 
or [he appointing authority, us the ease may be, ntay pres- 
cribe is found not to satisfy these requirements, will not be 
appointed. Any candidate called for the viva voce by the 
Commission may be required to undergo physical exami- 
nation. 

Non.. — In order to prevent disappointment candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined by a Government Medi- 
cal Officer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon, before applying 
for admission to the examination. Particulars of the nature 
of the medical test to which candidates will be subjected 
before appointment and of the standards required are given 
in Appendix IV to these Rules. I'or tho disabled ex-Defence 
Services personnel the standards will bo relaxed consistent 
with the requirements of the Servicc(s). 

21. No person 

(at who has entered into or contracted a mauiage with 
a person having a spouse living or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to service. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party tq the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule.

Viva voce : The candidates will be examined by a Hoard 
who will have before them a record of the career of each 
candidate, including service in the Aimed Forces. The 
object of the Five Voce is to assess, the suitability of the 
candidate for the Service or Services for which he has 
applied, by a Board of competent and unbiated observers. 
The interview is intended to supplement the written, evamina- 
rio.n. for testing the general and specialised knowledge and 
abilities of the candidate. The candidate will also be asked 
questions on matters of general interest as also on his ex- 
perience in the Armed Forces. 

The technique of the Viv a Voce is not that of a strict 
cross examination, but of a natural though directed and 
purposive conversation, which is intended to reveal the 
candidate’s grasp of problems and hisl mental qualities, c.g. 
intellectual curiosity, critical powers of assimilation, balance 
of judgement and alertness Of mind; the ability for social co- 
hesion; integrity of character, initiative and capacity for 
leadership. 

APPENDIX III 

Brief particulars relating to the two Services to which re- 
cruitment is being made through this examination ; 

1 . Candidates selected for appointment to either of the 
two Services will be appointed to Grade IV of the Service on 
probation for a period of two years which may be extended 
if necessary. During the period of probation, the candidates 
wilt be required to undergo such courses of training and 
instruction and to pass such examination and tests us the 
Government may determine. 

2- If in the opinion of Government the work or conduct 
of tiie officer on probation is unsatisfactory or sho-yvs that he 
is unlikely to become efficient Government may discharge 
him forthwith. 

?. On the expiry of the period of probation or of any 
extension, if the Government are of opinion that a candidate 
is not fit for permanent appointment, Government nifty dis- 
charge him. 

4. On completion of the period of probation to the satis- 
faction of Government, the candidate shall if considered fit 
for permanent appointment be confirmed in his appointment 

subject to the availability of substantive vacancies in perma- 
nent posts. . . 

5. Prescribed scales of pay for both the Indian Statistical 
Service and the Indian Economic Service are as follows : 

Grade T — Director Rs. 1300 — 60—1600 — 10O — 1800. 

Grade II— Joint Director Rs. 1100—50 — 1400. 

Grade HI— Deputy Director Rs. 700-^10 — 1100 — 
50/2—1250. 

Grade TV — Assistant Director Rs. 400 — 400 — 450 — 30 — 
600— 35— 670— EB— 35— 950. 
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Promotions to the higher grades of the Service will E 


made on the basis of merit with due regard to seniority in 
accordance with the quota of vacancies set aside for promotion 
for each grade viz., 75% for Grade III. 50% for Grade 11 
and 75% for Grade I. 

An officer belonging to the Indian Statistical Service/ 
Indian Economic Service will be liable to serve anywhere in 
India or abroad under the Central Government and may be 
returned to serve in any post on deputation for a specified 
period. 

7. Conditions of service and leave and pension for officers 
of the two Services arc the same us those described ip the 
f undamental Rules and Civil Service Regulations of Govern- 
ment of India respectively subject to such modifications as 
may be made by Government from time to time. 

8. Conditions of Provident Fund are the. same as hud down 
in the General Provident Fund (Central Services) Rules sub- 
ject lo_ such modifications as may he made by Government 
from time to time, 

APPENDIX IV 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

[These regulations arc published for the convenience of can- 
didates and in order to enable them to ascertain the probabi- 
lity of their coming up to the required physical standard, The 
regulations are also intended to provide guide lines to the 
medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy the 
minimum requirement prescribed in the regulations, cannot 
be declared fit by the medical examiners. However, while 
holding that a candidate is not fit according tp the norms laid 
down in these regulations, it would be permissible for a 
Medical Board lo recommend to Ihe Government o India 
for reasons specifically recorded in writing ffiat he may be 
admitted to service without disadvantage to Government. 

2. It should howfiver, be clearly understood that the Govern- 
ment of India reserve to ihemselves, absolute discretion to 
reject or accept any candidate after considering the report of 
the Medical Honrd.l 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodilv health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient perform- 
ance of the duties of his appointment, 

2. In the matter of the correlation of age. height and chest 
girlh of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indinh) race 
it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correlation 
figures arc considered most suitable as a guide in the exami- 
nation of the candidates. If there be any disproportion with 
regard to height, weight and chest girth, the candidate should 
be hospitalised for investigation and X-rav of the chest taken 
before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by the Board. 

3. The candidate’s height will be measured as follows : — 

Fie will remove his shoes and be placed against the standard 
with his feet together and the weight thrown on the heels 
and not on the toes or other side of the feet. He will stand 
erect without rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks 
and shoulders touching the standard; the chin will be depres- 
sed to bring the vertex of the head level under the horizontal 
bar and the height will be recorded in centimetres and parts 
of a centimetre to halves. 

4. The candidate’s chest will be measured as follows 

He will bp made to stand erect with his feet together, and 
to raise bis arms over his head. The tape wjll be so 
adjusted round the chest that its upper edge touches the 
inferior angles of the shoulder blades behind and lies in 
the same horizontal plane when the tape Is taken round the 
chest The arms will then be lowered to hang loosely by 
Ihe side, and care will be taken that the shoulders are not 
tin-own upwards or backwards so as to displace the tape. 
The candidate will then b c directed to take a deep inspiration 
several times and the maximum expansion of the chest will 
be. careful! 1 ' noted and the minimum and maximum will then 
be' recorded in centimetres 84 — 89, 86—93 etc. Tn recording 
the measurements fractions of less than a centimetre should 
not be noted, 


5. I lie candidate will also bc weighed and his weight 
ivcorded in kilograms; fraction* of half of a kilogrupi should 
mu be noted, 

6. (a) The candidate’s eyesight will be tested in accordance 
with the following rules. The result of each test will be 
recorded. 

(b) There sbull be no limit for minimum naked eye vision 
but Ihe naked eye vision of the candidates shall however, 
be recorded by the Medical Board or other medical authority 
in every caje. as it will furnish the basic information in 
regard to the condition of the eye. 

(c) The following standards are prescribed for distant and 
near vision with or without glasses.

(d) In everv case of myopia, fundus examination should 
be carried out and the results recorded. In the event of 
pathological condition being present which is likely to be 
progressive and affect the efficiency of the candidate, he 
should be declared unfit. 

(e) Field of vision . — The field of vision shall bc tested by 
the confrontation method. When such test gives unsatisfactory 
or doubtful results the field of vision should be determined on 
the perimeter. 

(£) Night Blindness .— Broadly there are two types of night 
blindness; (1) as a result of vit. A deficiency and (2) as a 
result of Organic Disease of Retina — a common cause being 
Retintties pigmentosa. In (1) ffie fundus is normal, generally 
seen in younger age group and ill nourished persons and nn- 
proves by largo doses of Vit. A. In (2) the fundus is often 
involved and mere fundus examination will reveal the condi- 
tion in majority of cases. The patient in this category is an 
adult, and may not suffer from malnutrition. Persons seeking 
employment for higher posts in the Government will fail in 
this category. For "both (1) and (2) dark adaptation test will 
reveal the condition. For (2) specially when fundus is not 
involved electro-Rctinography is required to be done. Both 
these tests (dark adaptation and rctinography)_ are time 
consuming and require specialized set up and equipment and 
thus arc not possible as a routine test in a medical check-up 
Become of these technical considerations, it is for the Ministry/ 
Department to indicate if these tests for night blindness arc 
i canned to be done. This will depend upon the iob require- 
ment find nature of duties to be performed by the prospective 
Government employee. 

(g) Ocular conditions other than visual acuity. — (i) Anv 
orpani ■ disease or a progressive refractive error which is 
likely to result in lowering the visual acuity should bo con- 
sidered a disqualification. 

(ji) Squint . — For technical services where the presence of 
binocular vision is essential, squint, even if the visual acuity 
in each eve is of the prescribed standard, should be considered 
a disqualification. For other services the presence of squid 
should not be considered as a disqualification, if the visual 
acuity in of the prescribed standard. 

(iii) One eye : The Medical Board may recommend 
one eyed persons for appointment to Class I raid Class TT posts 
if it is satisfied ffiat he can perform all the functions for the 
particular iob for which he is a candidate provided that the 
visual acuity in the functioning eye is 6/6 for distant vision 
and 0.6 for near vision nnd the refractive error is not more 
ihan ulus or minus 4.00 D and the fundus of the functioning 
eye should reveal no abnormality. This relaxation in visual 
standards will be applicable to only one-eved persons in view 
or their disability and not to person? with binocular vision. 

(h) Contact Lenses . — During the medical examination of a 
candidate, the use of contact lenses Is not to be allowed. It 
is necessary that when conducting eye test, the illumination 
of the tvpe letters for distant vision should have an illumination 
of 15 foot-candles. 
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7. Blond Pressure 

The Board will use its discretion regarding Blood Pressure. 
A rough method ot' calculating normal maximum systolic 
pressure is as follows : — 

(i) With young subjects 15 — 25 years of use the nvernpe 
is about 100 plus the age. 

(iij With subjects over 25 years of age the general rule 
of 110 plus half the age seems quite satisfactory. 

N.B. — As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 and 
diastolic over 90 should be regarded as suspicious and the 
candidate should be hospitalised by the Board before giving 
their final opinion regarding the candidate’s fitness or other- 
wise. The hospitalisation report should indicate whether the 
rise in blood pressure is of a transient nature due to excite- 
ment etc., or whether it is due to any organic disease. In all 
such cases X-ray and electrocardiographic examinations of 
heart and blood urea clearance test should also be done as a 
routine. The final decision as to the fitness or otherwise of a 
candidate will, however, rest with the Medical Board only. 

Method of taking Blood Pressure. 

The mercury manometer type of Instrument should be used 
as a rule. The measurement should not be taken wilhin fifteen 
minutes of any exercise or excitement. Provided the patient, 
and particularly his arm is relaxed, he may be either lying 
or sitting. The arm Is supported comfortably at the patient’s 
side iz> a more or less horizontal position. The arm should 
be freed from cloths to the shoulder. The cuff completely 
deflated should be applied with the middle of the lubber over 
the inner side of the arm, and its lower edge an inch or two 
above the bend of the elbow. The following terms of cloth 
bandage should spread evenly over the hag to avoid bulging 
during inflation. 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend of 
the elbow and the stethoscope is then applied lightly and 
centrally over it below, but not in contact wilh the cuff. The 
cuff is inflated to about 200 m.m. Hg. and then slowly deflated. 
The level at which the column stands when soft successive 
sounds are heard represents the Systolic Pressure. When more 
air is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard to increase 
in intensity. The level of the column at which the well-heard 
clear sounds change to soft muffled fading sounds represents 
the diastolic pressure. The measurements 'should be taken in 
a fairly brief period of time as prolonged pressure ot the 
cuff is irritating to the patient and will vitiate the readings. 
Rechecking, if necessary, should be done only a few minutes 
after complete deflation of the cuff. (Sometimes as the cuff 
is deflated sounds are heard at a certain level; thev may dis- 
appear as pressure falls and reappear at a still lower level. 
This ‘Silent Gap’ may cause error in reading). 

8. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be examined and the result recorded. Where a Medi- 
cal Board finds sugar present in a candidate’s urine bv the 
usual chemical tests the Board will proceed with the exami- 
nation with all its other aspects and will also specially note 
any signs or symptoms suggestive of diabetes. If, except for 
the glycosuria the Board finds the candidate conforms to the 
standard of medical fitness required they may pass the can- 
didate “fit subject to the glycosuria being non-diabetic" and 
the Board will refer the case to a specified specialist in Medi- 
cine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal. 
The Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examinations 
clinical and laboratory he considers necessary including a 
standard blood sugar tolerance test, and will submit his 
opinion to the Medical Board, upon which the Medical Board 
will base its final opinion "fit" or “unfit”. The candidate will 
not be required to appear in person before the Board on the 
second occasion. To exclude the effects of medication It mav 
he necessary to retain a candidate for several days in hospital 
under strict supervision. 

9. A woman candidate who as a result of tests is found to 
be pregnant of 12 weeks standing or over, should be declared 
temporarily unfit until the confinement is over. She should he 
re-examined for a fitness certificate six weeks after flic date of 
confinement, subject to the production of a medical certificate 
of fitness from a registered medical practitioner, 

10 . The following additional points should be observed : — 

(a) that the candidates hearing in each ear is good and 
that there is no sign of disease of the ear. In case 
it is defective the candidate should be got examined 
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by the ear specialist. Provided that if the defetfi in 
hearing is remediable by operation or by use of a 
hearing aid, a candidate cannot be declared unfit on 
that account provided he has no progressive disease 
in the ear. 

(b) ihat his spech is without implement; 

(c) ihat his teeth, are in good order arid that he 
is provided with dentures where necessary for effective 
mastication (well filled teeth will he considered as 
sound); 

(d) that the chest is well formed and his chest expan- 
sion sufficient; and that his heart and lungs are 
sound; 

(e) that there is no evidence of any abdominal disease; 

(f) that he is not ruptured; 

(g) that he does not suffer from hybrocele, a severe 
degree of varicocele, varicose veins or piles; 

(h) that his limbs, hands and feet are well formed and 
developed and that there is free and perfect motion 
of all joints 

(i) that he does not suffer from any inveterate skin 
disease; 

(j) that there is no congenital malformation or defect; 

(k) that he does not bear traces of acute or chronic 
disease pointing to an impaired constitution; 

(l) that he bears marks of efficient vaccination; and 

(m) that he is free from communicable disease. 

1 1 . Screening of the chest should be done as a routine 
in all cases for detecting any abnormality of the heart and 
lungs which may not be apparent by ordinary physical 
examination, where it is considered necessary, a skiagram 
should be taken. 

When any defect is found it must be noted in the certificate 
and the medical examiner should state his opinion whether 
or not it is likely to intcrcfcre with the efficient performance 
of the duties which wall be required of the candidate. 

12. The candidates filing an appeal against the decision of 
the Medical Board have to deposit an appeal fee of Rs. JO 
in such manner ns may be prescribed by the Government of 
India in this behalf. This fee would be refunded it the 
candidate is declared fit by the Appellate Medical Board. The 
candidates may, if they like, enclose medical certificate 
in support of their claim of being fit. Appeals should be 
submitted within 21 dnvs of the date of the communication 
in wh ; ch the decision of the Medical Board is communicated 
to the candidates, otherwise, requests for second medical 
examination by an Appellate Medical Board will not be 
entertained. The Medical Examination by the _ Appellate 
Medical Boards would be arranged at New Delhi only and 
no travelling allowance or daily allowance will be admissible 
for the journeys performed in connection with the medical 
examination Necessary action to arrange medical examina- 
tion by Appellate Medical Boards would be taken by the 
Department of Personnel on receipt of appeals accompanied 
by (he prescribed fee. 


Medical Board's Rejwrt 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner: — 

The standard of physical fitness to be ndoptod should make 
due allowance for the age and length of service, if any, of the 
candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
Public Service who shall not satisfy Government, or the appoint- 
ing authority, as the case may be that he has no disease, 
constitutional affection, or bodily infirmity unfitting him, or 
likelv to unfit him for that service. 

Tt should be understood that the question of fitness involves 
the future as well as the present and that one of the main 
oblects of medical examination is to secure continuous effec- 
tive service, and in the case of candidates for permanent 
appointment to prevent early pension or payments in case of 
premature death. It is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous effective ser- 
vice, and that rejection of a candidate need not be advised on 
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accejjipi. of the presence of a defect which in only a small 
proportion of cases is found to interfere with continuous 
clieetive service. 

The Board should normally consist of three members, 

(i) a physician, (ii) a Surgeon, and (iii) an Opthalmologist, 
all of whom should as far as practicable, be of equal status. 
A lady doctor will he coopted as a member of the Medical 
Board whenever a woman candidate's to be examined.

Candidates appointed to tire Indian Economic Servicc/Indiau 
Statistical Service are liable for held service in or out of 
India, in case of such a candidate, the Medical Board 
should specially record their opinion ns to his fitness or 
otherwise for field service. 

I he report of the Medical Board should be ircatcd as 
confidential. 

In cases where a caudidate is declared unfit for appoint- 
ment in the Government Service the grounds for rejection 
may be communicated in the candidate in broad terms 
without giving minute details regarding the defects pointed 
out by the Medical Board. 

In cases where a Medical Board considers Ural a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Government ser- 
vice can bo cured by treatment (medical or surgical) a 
statement to Unit effect should be recorded by the Medi- 
cal Board. There is no objection to a candidate being 
informed of the Board's opinion to this effect by the 
appointing authority and when a cure has been effected 
it will be open to the authority concerned to ask for 
another Medical Board. 

In the case of candidates who are to be declared ‘Tempo- 
rarily Unfit' the period specified for re-examination 
should not ordinarily exceed six months at the maximum, 
On re-examination after the specified period these candi- 
dates should not be declared temporarily unfit for a 
further period but a final decision in regard to their 
fitness for appointment or otherwise should be given.
